A BOOMING student population 
and ever-increasing housing is being 
blamed for slowing Canterbury’s 
internet broadband connections to 
a crawl. 

And the increased demand - particularly 
during busy periods - is leaving many frus¬ 
trated and unable to watch videos or download 
music from the web. 

In just a few short years the boom in broad¬ 
band demand has rocketed, putting increasing 
pressure on firms providing online connections. 

It’s not just computers either, with more and 
more video games using valuable bandwidth 
for ever-popular online gaming and squeezing 
the available space. 

In some cases speeds are as almost as slow 
as old-fashioned dial-up modems and miles 
away from the high-speed services advertised 
by service providers. This means downloads 
can be measured in hours, not minutes, and 
even watching a video on YouTube can become 
a frustrating, and slow, experience. 

Zack Whittaker writes a regular blog for 
leading technology website ZD Net, as well as 
attending the University of Kent. He is con¬ 
vinced the student population - hooked on 
downloading films and music and using social 
networking sites - are having an effect. 

He said: “The students I live with were hav¬ 
ing real issues last week with their exams 
coming up and having to download lectures

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Court hears of 
gun shot which 
killed bouncer

THE terrifying drama lead¬ 
ing up to the moment a 
body-building bouncer was 
blasted to death at cottages 
in a sleepy village were 
replayed this week in court. 

Kenneth Batchelor, 50, stands 
accused at Maidstone Crown Court 
of the murder of 20-stone 'bully’ Matt 
Clements. He denies murder, claim¬ 
ing it was self-defence. 

Clements, from Tenterden, was 
shot at point-blank range in 
November 2007. 

And in court this week Batchelor, 
of Hendon Cottages, Chilham, 
described how he was in fear of his 
life when bouncer ‘Mad Matt’ 

Clements battered his way through 
a top-floor window of his home. 

He had turned up at Batchelor’s 
home on a mission to secure a 
£150-a-week maintainance payment 
for the three children his partner 
had with Batchelor’s brother Gary, 
who had died just three days prior to 
the shooting. 

In a series of phone calls to 
Batchlor, Clements had threatened 
in graphic detail that he would “slit 
his throat while asleep”. 

A jury at Maidstone Crown Court 
heard how Batchelor kept telling 
him to go away. 

He said he had locked all the win¬ 
dows except the ones in a roof exten¬ 
sion and saw Clements climbing up a 
ladder onto scaffolding. 

Batchelor knew Clements had a 
violent reputation and owned guns 
including an Uzi machine pistol. 

He said: “I had the shotgun to 
deter him from going any further. 

I thought of putting a shot in the 
air but I didn’t intend to aim a shot 
at him.”

Batchelor told the court: “Clements 
said Til get my gun out before you 
can raise them barrels’. 

“My phone was next to me. I had 
been talking to my fiancee Linda. I 
heard a scream and for a split second I 
turned. He just smashed into the win¬ 
dow and it [the gun] smashed back 
into me. I fell back and snatched at the 
trigger and the gun has gone off.” 

Batchlor realised the gunshot had 
hit Clements in the chest. 

He said: “I looked at him wide-eyed 
and he looked at me wide-eyed and 
then he ran around the comer. 

“I looked out of the window and 
saw blood spots on the scaffolding. I 
was in bits I didn’t know what to do. 
I did not intend to pull that trigger.” 

Under questioning in the court¬ 
room, Batchelor said: “My life was in 
danger. I believed I was being threat¬ 
ened but I didn’t deliberately aim the 
gun at him.” 

Clements, 42, was known to police 
because of his violent behaviour. 

The case continues.

from the internet. At one point it was 
taking an hour to download a 20Mb 
file. That’s almost as slow as dial-up.” 

Whittaker based his idea on the fact 
that 31,000 students study in the city 
across the two universities, two col¬ 
leges and numerous schools. 

When these students go home in 
the evening, it means thousands are 
logging on simultaneously and over¬ 
loading broadband connections. 

BT, which provides much of the 
infrastructure, says it has not uncov¬ 
ered any specific problems with their 
exchanges, but says the number of 
people using broadband at any given 
time of day will effect performance. 

For many in the district, the benefits 
of BTs digital exchanges mean they 
are capable of receiving some fast 
download speeds; but the way broad¬ 
band is piped into people’s homes is 
complicated and reliant on individual 
providers and the capacity they pro¬ 
vide for multiple users. This can vary 
greatly depending on your provider. 

The issue of broadband speeds is 
not new. A debate has long been rag¬ 
ing over the accuracy of claims made 
by broadband providers over their 
speeds; a debate likely to be reignited 
in the light of the problems experi¬ 
enced by some users in the city. 

Unhelpful 

A spokesman for the lobby group 
Broadband4Britain, which cam¬ 
paigns for broadband internet access 
throughout the UK, said: “It’s unfair 
to say these providers are lying, but 
it’s the way they are presenting their 
information which is unhelpful. 

“You may pay for an 8Mb connection, 
but it’s the copper in the ground that 
makes a difference; how old it is, how 
degraded it has become over time, how 
far you are from the exchange. 

“All this has an effect on those head¬ 
line speeds. It’s frustrating at best.” 

In January, Ofcom warned broad¬ 
band providers they must provide an 
accurate picture of speeds available to 
customers in different areas. 

An Ofcom spokesman said: “We 
have cracked down on this, and there 
are new regulations coming in next 
month.” 

The next Ofcom report into broad¬ 
band speed is due in the spring, and is 
expected to name and shame internet 
service providers who are not per¬ 
forming as promised. 

A spokesman for Virgin, which is 
unleashing a super-fast 50Mb service 
this year, said: “While we haven’t had 
any specific complaints [from 
Canterbury], if any of our customers 
are experiencing a slowdown then we 
are more than happy to look into it.” 
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Builders left shaking 
at'haunted'wine bar 


Ghostly goings on 
during renovation

MYSTERIOUS footsteps and 
unnerving sensations have left the 
owners of a bar in Whitstable 
convinced their venue is haunted. 

And so spooky were the goings-on during 
recent renovation work, burly builders were left 
shaking with fear and refusing to work alone. 

With its stylish 1930s interior and focus on 
the arts, Deco 5 in Oxford Street has already 
turned heads in the town. But is appears there 
may be more to the building than meets the eye. 

A series of strange, unexplained, events 
reported by builders, staff and customers has 
convinced co-owner Tiziana Mazzoli that Deco 
5 is haunted. 

Dating from the 1850s, the building needed 
extensive refurbishment to transform it into a 
bar, and it was during these works that the inci¬ 
dents began. 

Builders reported hearing footsteps making 
their way across the floor above the bar, a room 
which is now part of the first floor art gallery. 
Then engineers said the whole floor was 
unsound and would have to be replaced.

Ms Mazzoli said: “It was when they were 
clearing out the rubble after the old floor had 
been removed. 

“We were out at the time, and when we got 


back, we found these two burly builders shak¬ 
ing on the doorstep, and refusing to go back in. 
They said ‘we just heard footsteps on a floor 
that wasn’t there!”’ 

Co-owner Michael Dowling said: “We thought 
they were joking at first, but they were white 
and shaking.” 

From then on the builders only worked in 
pairs. Then an electrician working in the 
loft early one morning got the fright of his 
life when his builder’s lamp smashed, but 
still seemingly lit, appeared to float through 
the air. 

Ms Mazzoli said: “He rushed down to the bar 
and refused to go back upstairs. We spent an hour 
calming him down. He took the next day off” 

Staff have reported banging doors, security 
camera sensors that trip for no reason, and flick¬ 
ering lights. And for some reason, customers 
seem to avoid using the back stairs leading 
down to the bar from the gallery. 

But the owners say they are all becoming 
used to their supernatural guest, who, inexpli¬ 
cably, everyone refers to as a Tier’. 

Ms Mazzoli adds: “We talk to her, ask if she is 
OK. And she likes the music. When the music is 
on, nothing seems to happen.” 

Mr Dowling is more sceptical. 

He said: “It’s not anything ominous; it’s not an 
evil spirit that is stalking us or anything. There 
are strange occurrences, but doors banging and 
the stroking sensations people have felt could 
easily be drafts.” 

Deco 5’s owners are looking into the history of 
the building to see if they can shed any light on 
the ghostly goings-on, and are interested to 
hear from anyone who might know anything.

'We will get our 
£6m back' say 
council chiefs 

COUNCIL bosses have said they 
are still on track to recoup the £6 
million lost in the Icelandic banking 
crisis. 

Following a meeting last week, 
leader John Gilbey said pressure 
was being put on the Icelandic gov¬ 
ernment from both local and cen¬ 
tral government with the intention 
of recovering the money. 

He said: “As far as I’m concerned, 
the only loss to Canterbuiy has been 
the interest we would otherwise 
have earned on the investment. 

“Our money was in the safer 
banks - Glitnir and Heritable - and 
they have more assets than 
liabilities at the moment, so I am 
confident we will get most of the 
money back.” 

Canterbury council had £4m in 
Heritable and £2m in Glitnir. 

Last year Glitnir was taken over 
by the Icelandic government and 
Heritable, which is Icelandic 
owned but UK domiciled, went 
into receivership. 

Chief executive Colin Carmichael 
has also remained optimistic 
about getting the money back, but 
admitted the process might take 
some time. 

He said: “The council always knew 
the negotiations would be protract¬ 
ed as the administrators seek to 
maximise the return to creditors, 
but things are moving forward.” 


Cycle path set to 
blaze green trail 
through district 


GREEN transport in the district 
has got a multi-million pound 
boost after Kent County Council 
agreed to extend the Whitstable to 
Canterbury cycle route. 

The scheme will extend the Crab 
and Winkle Way, and will also com¬ 
plete the circular Viking Coastal 
Trail, which circles Thanet. 

The initiative will also create a 
coastal route between Whitstable 
and Reculver, which will be known 
as the Oyster Bay Trail. This will be 
a 12-mile long dedicated ‘greenway’ 
and promenade. 

KCC and Sustrans signed a deal 
aimed at creating an environmental- 
ly-friendly transport network for 
everyday journeys by foot and bike. 

The overall cost of the route from 
Whitstable to Reculver is estimated 
at £2.7million. The scheme has been 
made possible due to popular sup¬ 
port for Sustrans’ Connect2, which 


was awarded £50m after it won the 
public vote in the lottery competition 
The People’s Millions last December. 

Sustrans’ regional director, Simon 
Pratt says: “Opening up the area’s 
sandy beaches and bays, chalk cliffs 
and lively seaside resorts for traffic- 
free journeys by foot and by bike can 
only benefit the health of individuals 
and the environment, and work to 
minimise the impact of car-traffic in 
the area. 

“Once open, this scheme will be a 
fantastic resource for local communi¬ 
ties and a real pull for those visiting 
the area.” 

Detailed design work has already 
begun on the three bridges needed to 
complete the scheme. Two will span 
the road and railway at Whitstable 
station to extend the Crab and 
Winkle Way, and the third will 
replace the level crossing at St 
Nicholas-at-Wade.

Rethink shows stigma 
behind mental health

THE weight of mental health stig¬ 
ma was brought into sharp relief 
in Canterbury last week when a 
six-foot boulder appeared in the 
city centre. 

Cheryl and Chris Ives, joint voluntary coor¬ 
dinators of the Canterbury and Coastal 
Rethink Carers’ Support group were among 
the health professionals, carers and people 
with mental health issues seeking to draw 
attention to the discrimination faced by many. 

Mr and Mrs Ives, who live in Canterbury, 
gave an example of the problems faced by 
people like their daughter, who has had a men¬ 
tal illness since she was 16. 

Mr Ives said: “As group coordinators at 
Canterbury and Coastal Rethink Carers’ 
Support we hear heartbreaking stories from 
both people with mental health problems and 
carers about their experiences. 

“Just a couple of weeks ago a lady told us 
about a recent conversation with a prospective 
employer; he told her not to bother applying as 
he would never employ a person who cares for 
someone with a mental illness. 

“Can you imagine what that feels like?” 

Rethink has warned that society’s attitudes 
to mental illness are actually getting worse, 
despite the fact one in four people will have 
some kind of mental health problem during 
their lifetime, and most recover. 


The boulder is part of the Time to Change 
campaign, England’s biggest and most ambi¬ 
tious drive to end mental health discrimination. 

Over the next few weeks TV ads featuring 
Stephen Fry, Ruby Wax and Alastair Campbell 
will be broadcast, with more attention grab¬ 
bing stunts planned nationwide. 

Polly Canning, senior campaign officer at 
Rethink said: “We have surveyed more than 
2,000 people affected by mental illness and 
nine out of ten said they face discrimination 


every day and we have heard from our mem¬ 
bers that stigma and discrimination are often 
the worse part of having a mental illness. This 
is where Time to Change comes in.” 

Time to Change is being lead by mental health 
charities Mental Health Media, Mind and 
Rethink, and paid for by £16 million from the 
Big Lottery Fund and £2m from Comic Relief.

SIMON Langton Grammar School 
for Boys’ reputation as a hotbed of 
scientific talent is already well estab¬ 
lished - but now one of its youngsters 
has scooped the title of Britain’s best 
young scientist. 

Peter Hatfield (pictured right), 17, 
picked up the accolade on Friday at 
the Big Bang Fair in London. 

He led a team that wowed the 
judges with their design for a 
cosmic ray detector built by adapting 
technology used in the Large Hadron 
Collider in Switzerland; a project 
the school has developed close 
links with. 

Known as Lucid, the invention will 
help scientists detect solar flares, 
which can cause cancer in astronauts 


and knock out power grids back on 
Earth. The miniature device will now 
fly aboard a satellite that will be 
launched into orbit next year. 

Peter said: “I thought I might be 
commended for my work, but I didn’t 
expect to win. I’m delighted though 
and am really excited about what’s 


going to be coming up over the next 
year. I’m looking forward to repre¬ 
senting science for young people.” 

The competition was devised by the 
Department for Innovation, 
Universities and Skills to help raise 
the profile of science and engineering 
in the UK.

Q Can you tell me how you got involved with Hearbase 
Ltd? 

A I’ve always worked in the field of audiology, 
first for the NHS and then for a multi¬ 
national. I started Hearbase Ltd about ten years 
ago. The company started with two people, but 
now employs 12 people full-time and some part- 
time staff.

In a small company, everyone needs to be multi- 
skilled. You are just as likely to find me chang¬ 
ing a light bulb or unblocking the loo as chairing 
a meeting. Running a company certainly has its 
less glamorous aspects. 


A Hearbase’s main objective is to allow peo¬ 
ple to make the best of their hearing. So, if 
someone comes to us with a hearing loss, we 
can fit them with the latest digital hearing aid 
technology. 

If they have good hearing, but are exposed to 
a lot of noise, we can provide them with spe¬ 
cialist hearing protection. We also advise com¬ 
panies on how to manage noise in the work¬ 
place and protect their staffs hearing. Our 
work is now involving us in the risks of social 
noise from music in clubs and bars. We work 
with the entertainment industry and help 
them protect their staff’s hearing by advising 
on safe levels of noise exposure.

What is the best thing about your job?

What is the most challenging thing about your job? 


A The biggest obstacle is getting people to 
take their hearing seriously. I am passion¬ 
ate in raising awareness about hearing loss. 
The generations to come are particularly at 
risk because they are exposed to so much more 
social noise. I look at children listening to 
music for hours at a time at high volume on 
MP3 players and think that they will end up 
being hearing aid customers much sooner 
than their parents. People often think that 
technology can fix everything. While hearing 
aids are much more advanced and sophisticat¬ 
ed than before, they are unable to deliver per¬ 
fect, natural hearing. It can be hard helping 
people comes to terms with losing their hear¬ 
ing. This is why it is so important to make peo¬ 
ple aware of how they can prevent putting 
their hearing at risk. 


A I get immense satisfaction from doing 
something that I know is making a positive 
impact on people’s lives. So many people have 
a job where it can be difficult to really see the 
end result. In my job it is very easy to see if we 
have been successful, because we make people 
hear. The value of hearing cannot be underes¬ 
timated and is often taken for granted. For 
those who are hard of hearing, shopping, trav¬ 
elling and even enjoying a social life can be dif¬ 
ficult. It can be an extremely isolating experi¬ 
ence. To help someone improve their hearing is 
very rewarding.

What do you get up to outside of work? 


A I like to travel quite a lot and I have com¬ 
bined this with my work. Ten years ago I 
set up a charity project to fit hearing aids to 
deaf children in Romania. It has been very 
rewarding seeing how hearing aids have 
transformed the lives of these children and 
given them a chance of a future. I am current¬ 
ly looking into the idea of setting up a similar 
project in Bolivia, so that should keep me busy 
for a while.

Historic tour had me flying 
high out of economic gloom

IN these darkened days of almost 
apocalyptic credit crunch misery 
there’s precious little to put a smile 
on our frown-filled faces. 

The housing market is in freefall, the banks 
have posted record billion pound losses and 
thousands of workers are being made redun¬ 
dant nationwide each day. Gillingham FC will 
probably miss out on promotion too. 

In these desperate times it’s important to seek 
out moments of positivity - things which will 
hopefully help turn that frown upside down. 

My pick-me-up came by way of an hour-long 
helicopter tour of Kent. 

The county boasts a plethora of historic land¬ 
marks and seeing them in all their glory from 
1,500ft was simply breathtaking. 

During the county-wide tour we cruised over 
sites such as Canterbury Cathedral and Leeds 
Castle, taking in the picturesque sights from 
the comfort of our £1 million chopper - previous¬ 
ly owned by ‘80s electro legends Depeche Mode 
no less. 

There is something strangely relaxing in look¬ 
ing down at the world from on high - with the 
unfamiliar view of familiar towns, motorways, 
castles, harbours and so forth rendering myself 
and my fellow passengers speechless. 

The Kent tour took us in a giant circle, start¬ 
ing at Rochester Airport before heading east to 
Whitstable, then on to Canterbury, Dover, 
Cranbrook, Tonbridge, Sevenoaks and 
Maidstone before returning to base. 

At each location we slowly circled popular 
tourist attractions. 

Dover was a particular high-point of the flight,

with the clear blue skies giving a spectacular 
view of the Channel as ferries made their way to 
the Continent. 

Dover Castle and the White Cliffs also shim¬ 
mered in the sunshine. 

The sights between each town were just as 
impressive. Acres of green fields stretched out 
into the distance, dissected by snaking motor¬ 
ways and major roads. 

Luxury mansions and manor houses - seem¬ 
ingly inaccessible by road - also peppered the 
rolling countryside. 

Intermittent cloud cover plunged swathes of 
the county into darkness, while dozens of rays of 
sunlight fought their way through the darkness, 
shining dots of light on the ground below. 

Such overpowering sights block out the con¬ 
stant whirr of the helicopter blades. 

The tour was by AV8 Helicopters, based at 
Rochester Airport, and cost £150 per person. 

Describing its Hellfire Tour, an AV8 


spokesman said: ‘We invite you to experience 
the sights that gave Hellfire Comer it’s name. 
Take off from Rochester Airport and fly along 
the famous White Cliffs of Dover. 

“You can see the gun emplacements, shell 
holes and fly over historic Dover Castle. We 
progress along the coast to Folkestone where the 
Battle of Britain Memorial stands out at Capel- 
Le-Feme and you get an idea what RAF and 
Luftwaffe Pilots must have felt in their Spitfires 
and ME109’s as they battled for supremacy dur¬ 
ing the Battle of Britain. 

We take in Hawkinge, a World War II fighter 
airfield, before turning in-land passing over 
many other historical sites on the way to view 
the home of Winston Churchill at Chartwell, 
then return along the North Kent coast passing 
the majestic Canterbury Cathedral and return 
to Rochester.”

Year 11 pupil Molly said: “I thought it was 
really good. Students will always have some¬ 
one to talk to so they will know that someone 
cares. They can send us a private message via 
the website and we can either talk to them in 


person in school or over the internet.” 

ICT teacher Karen Parsons, who organised 
the training, said: “The girls have amazed me 
at the level of insight they have into issues 
around personal safety, internet safety and 
bullying. 

“They’ve made really insightful comments 
which demonstrate their maturity.” 

The training will be followed up throughout 
the year with four supervision group sessions 
from Beatbullying counsellors. 

Students who have registered can use the 
CyberMentors web site to safely report any 
inappropriate, bullying or predatory behav¬ 
iour. 

Young people can visit the website at 
www.cybermentors.org.uk and must register 
the first time they use the site.

It’s really quite annoying. But also very British. 

And on Friday we will all be feeling guilty for 
a variety of different reasons. Because Friday 
is Comic Relief Day. 

Now, on the face of it, this should be a case of 
celebration. Of light-hearted fundraising 
which helps put a smile on our face and a glow 
in our heart. The reality will, for me at least, 
be an evening of getting emotionally scarred 
and made to feel as guilty as guilty can be. 

I doubt I will be alone. After all, it’s by min¬ 
ing the deep seam of our collective British 
guilt that ends up with the charities raising so 
many tens of millions of pounds. 

Friday, for example, will go something like this. 

You will wake up and find every BBC radio 


and TV show from local to national with an 
obligatory ‘zany’ section injected into it.

Connolly in a poor African village. You’ll think

Rachel Meen, a 
psychology student' 
Canterbury, has 
Obsessive Compulsive 
Disorder. She tells 
Yourcanterbury about 
how she found it hard 
confiding in anyone 


How long have you had Obsessive 
Compulsive Disorder? 

I've had it for a lot of my life, I can clearly remember it being 
there when I was seven. Princess Diana had died and I was 
obsessed with the fear that my mum might die. I thought 
that if I kept things evenly lined-up everything would be OK. 

I developed rituals that involved touching different things in 
specific patterns and I started to have fears about contam¬ 
ination. It stayed with me going up and down in intensity 
until I was 14, then it just got out of hand. I never told any¬ 
one though, not my parents, not friends, not anyone. 

What stopped you telling people? 

I didn't want to worry my parents. I didn't think there was 
any point in telling doctors, I thought they would say that 
I was mad and I wouldn't be taken seriously. I didn't tell 
my friends because I didn't want to be treated different¬ 
ly. Their friendship kept me going and losing it was too big 
a risk to take. I remember when a secure mental health 
unit opened and everyone kept calling it the "nut house" 
and talking about the "loony people" in there. I just didn't 
want to be associated with that. 

When did you finally did ask for help? 

When I was 161 finally told the school counsellor and start¬ 
ed to get help. About a year later I went to the children and 
families' clinic. I told a couple of my friends and it was fine. 
I've continued getting help and support at uni and been 
open with my friends who have been really amazing.

Audit will leave tax 
payers astounded 

Kent residents will be astonished at 
the Audit Commission’s assessment 


of Kent County Council’s ‘Use of 
Resources’. 

The Audit Commission assessed 
Kent’s performance in its ‘Use of 
Resources’ in 2008, which includes 
financial reporting and financial 
management, to be in its top catego¬ 
ry. This is despite significant failings 
in the internal financial controls 
which contributed to the council los¬ 
ing £50 million of taxpayers’ money 
in Icelandic banks. 

This report suggests the Audit 
Commission is not considering the 
full range of the council’s activities 
when making its assessments. This 
would not surprise Kent residents, 
who have to drive on the county’s 
roads and walk on the county’s 
pavements, which have both been 
deteriorating seriously over the last 
few years. 

As a result of these gaps in per¬ 
formance not identified by the Audit 
Commission, Kent County Council 
has become complacent over recent 
years. The council has chosen to 
waste public money on projects 
which attract media attention, but 
provide little benefit for local people, 
such as the Kent TV website, or on 
expensive restructurings which do 
not deliver the intended ‘efficiency 
savings’, such as the reorganisation 
of Kent Highways. 

It appears Kent County Council 
has diverted resources to meet the 
insufficient requirements of box- 
tickers at the Audit Commission, 
rather than to deliver better servic¬ 
es to the people of Kent.

THE recession means more peo¬ 
ple are shopping in charity 
shops but fewer people are giv¬ 
ing as they hang on to their old 
clothes to save cash. 

Fashionistas in the south-east 
are planning to curb their spend¬ 
ing to become ‘recessionistas’ in 
2009, according to a survey by 
Cancer Research UK. 

Nearly half (46 per cent) the 
people in Kent will be spending 
less on clothes and accessories 
than they did last year in an 
effort to beat the credit crunch. 

Around a quarter (24 per cent) 
of people in the south-east said 
they would be looking for charity 
shop bargains, following the 
trend for sourcing unique, sec¬ 
ond-hand or unwanted items to 
keep up with the ‘recessionista’ 


movement of fashion on a budget. 

But Cancer Research bosses 
have admitted donations are 
dropping as people are more 
reluctant to pass on their old 
clothes. 

Times are changing but the 
charity - backed by TV presen¬ 
ter Lorraine Kelly - has 
launched a ‘Detox Your 
Wardrobe’ campaign by spring 
cleaning their wardrobe and 
donating ill-fitting or unwanted 
items to their local Cancer 
Research UK shop. 

The YouGov survey of more 
than 2,000 people revealed 77 
per cent of those in the south¬ 
east admit to having clothes in 
their wardrobes they never wear. 

However, only one in eight 
unwanted items are donated to 


charity, according to a report 
from the Institute for 
Manufacturing at Cambridge 
University. 

Lorraine Kelly said: ‘We all 
know that times are tough, but 
this is an easy way to help raise 
money for charity. Each bag you 
donate could be worth up to £30, 
and this will go towards helping 
to fund Cancer Research UK’s 
important work. We all know 
someone who’s had cancer so I 
hope everyone has a good sort 
through their unwanted items 
and takes them down to their 
local Cancer Research UK shop.”

EVERYDAY foods can be used in a variety 
of ways so let’s take lemons.

MOTORING is a major cost for 
many people so how about some 
ideas to cut petrol costs. 

Driving expert Tim Shallcross 
of the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists thinks that drivers 
can save around 40p a day by 
reversing into parking spaces. 

He says starting a trip by 
reversing out of the space 
bums up more fuel as a cold 
engines requires more petrol 
than a warm one. 

And as the reverse movement 
requires more maneuvering 
than going straight ahead more 
petrol is consumed in a short 
period of time before the engine 
heats up. 

Safety and saving can go hand-in-hand. 
Sticking to the speed limit means a saving 
of £12 on a 300 mile journey at 70mph 
rather than 80mph. 

Pumped up tyres keep down wear and 



tear and fuel costs and open windows on 
hot days are a more cost-effective measure 
than a fuel using air conditioning system. 

Lastly - planning a route in advance to 
ensure no detours and off peak travel to 
avoid jams not only costs less - it eases 
frustration too.

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Don’t bank on getting 
away with an overdraft 


AT a time when banks are feeling 
the pinch as much as anyone - if 
not more so - it is vital for savers to 
balance their books. 

Those who go overdrawn need to beware as 
banks will be quick off the mark when it comes 
to charging them cash penalties which can 
reach as much as £40 - half of which can be 
charged for just writing a warning letter. 

Charges have been imposed on millions of peo¬ 
ple across Britain, and in some cases they have 
been viewed as unfair by financial watchdogs. 

And at times of economic hardship they are 
the last things cash-strapped consumers want 
to fork out for. 

According to Money Expert, the penalty for 
exceeding an account limit has shot up some 
20 per cent over the last 12 months, with the 
typical levy now standing at around £30 every 
time this happens in an account. 

In such circumstances, struggling con¬ 
sumers may find that going overdrawn further 
hits their ability to meet payment responsibil¬ 
ities such as personal loans, credit cards or 
mortgage contributions. 

Customers who slip into minor difficulties 
can see a mountain of debts pile-up, as banks 
charge £20 or more to send a letter and charge 
large amounts for going into overdrafts and 
missing direct debits. 

The website Money Expert states that hikes 
in unauthorised overdraft fees - equivalent to 
an additional five pounds every time a limit is

exceeded - come in spite of an ongoing investi¬ 
gation in whether such charges are in any way 
justified. 

In a landmark case brought by the Office of 
Fair Trading, banks are coming under scruti¬ 
ny for charging such high fees, with certain 
quarters claiming that they are disproportion¬ 
ate to the costs incurred by the bank for pro¬ 
cessing the transaction. 

Commenting on the situation, Sean 
Gardner, director of Money Expert, said con¬ 
sumers may be particularly exposed to these 
punitive charges in the coming months. 

He said: “For those people already in their 
overdrafts the advice is clear, keep a close tab 
on your outgoings.” 

But customers who have been charged up to 
£40 for unauthorised overdrafts, bounced 
cheques, or failed direct debits are now fight¬ 
ing back against the bank charges. 

Banks have long been accused of ripping off 
customers with the high charges they impose 
for minor account problems. 

Statistics show complaints against banks 
have soared, according to the Banking Code 
Standards Board, with most about interest 
rates and unfair charges. 

And public anger at the bonuses given to 
bankers whose actions have led to the global 
economic meltdown have fueled the feelings of 
resentment.

Bargain deals, get 
a pizza the action

AS the credit crunch well and truly 
bites diners would probably be 
excused for feeling that getting a 
table at a restaurant should be a 
lot easier. 

Well in some cases that’s true. 

In one case I know of a friend who never 
managed to eat at London’s top tables current¬ 
ly rings some of those who snubbed him in mid 
afternoon - and asks if they have any tables 
available for 8pm. 

“Certainly Sir,” replies the obsequious 
Maitre de. Laughing my friend replies 
“Thought so” and puts the phone down. 

Top restaurants across the world are all now 
accepting last-minute bookings which they 
would have sneered at a year ago. 

I got a table at Balthazar in downtown New 
York after walking in off the street whereas 
two years ago I called the place up only to be 
told Madonna had block booked it. 

But for the slightly less exclusive places it is 
not proving easy at all to get bums on seats. 

Middle market chains, such as Pizza 
Express, Pizza Hut, Strada and Japanese noo¬ 
dle bar Wagamama are attracting thousands 
of customers every week with discount offers 
and two-for-one specials. 

These deals are being downloaded from the 
internet by bargain-hunting diners across the 
country each week. 

And then there are the coupons given away 
with newspapers, especially the Sundays who 
seem to have an offer a week. 

Analysts say the reason that the middle 
market is making such an effort is that they 
have relatively high fixed costs and so profit 
margins are tight in times of plenty. 

So when fewer people are opting to eat out 
they can see the profit-loss equation go into 
the red. 

But chains have to be very cautious when 
they offer deals on meals. 


Usually one thing which will not be any 
cheaper is drink. Alcohol has one of the high¬ 
est mark ups of anything served in restau¬ 
rants so you’ll rarely see a buy one beer and 
get one free on offer. The odd free bottle of wine 
per table of four would be more likely. 

But restaurants catering for families and 
middle income people know they have to work 
hard if they are to survive. 

Richer people will always eat out say the 


experts - and there is always going to be the 
demand for a Chinese or Indian takeaway 
right across the board. 

It’s the middle market which is suffering as 
waiting areas packed in pizza restaurants 
show and queues outside the high street 
Italian eateries demonstrate. 

There are bargains out there and make sure 
you take a look on the restaurant chains web¬ 
site before you go.

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It’s offally cheap and tasty 

Nose-to-tail eating is set to become the big foodie trend of 2009 as people look to save money. Offal 
devotee and foodwriter Sophie Grigson shares her tips for eating innards, plus some tempting recipes

LOOKED at buying steak recent¬ 
ly? What about a nice, fat lamb 
chop? 

If a trip to the butcher - or even the super¬ 
market meat counter - is enough to make you 
feel faint, then it’s time to follow the big new 
trend in food for 2009. 

Offal - everything from oxtail and tongue to 
kidneys, tripe and heart - is where it’s at, fol¬ 
lowed by other, lesser known cuts of meat. 

Once just the preserve of food fetish clubs 
and wartime cookbooks, nose-to-tail eating is 
now heartily and hungrily endorsed by 
celebrity chefs such as Nigel Slater, Hugh 
Feamley-Whittingstall and Gordon Ramsay. 

Economic pressures combined with a grow¬ 
ing sense of adventure in the kitchen and an 
awareness of offal’s nutritional benefits, are 
now causing the rest of us to follow suit. 

After noticing a 50 per cent rise in demand 
for cheap cuts of meat like lamb neck, 
Sainsbur/s is doubling its range to include old 
favourites such as pig trotters, beef shin and 
lamb breast. 

Product developer Georgina Stobart says 
these cuts are returning to supermarket 
shelves partly due to their reappearance on 
restaurant and gastropub menus. 

“This year we’re expecting to see a massive 
resurgence in nose-to-tail home cooking, as

people tighten their belts and look to spend 
more time ‘comfort cooking 5 and preparing 
meals themselves,” she says. 

That’s music to the ears of best-selling food- 
writer and chef Sophie Grigson, who has loved 
eating some of the more unmentionable cuts of 
meat since she was a small child. 

“The dish I remember best was sweetbreads 
cooked with banana and cream,” she says. 

“It sounds distressingly outlandish but 
believe me, it isn’t. It is fabulously good. 


“More familiar steak and kidney pie or pud¬ 
ding occasionally graced the table, but when 
time was short supper was more likely to be a 
plate of tender devilled lamb’s kidneys, or fried 
liver, studded with sage leaves and 
caramelised onions. Tongue was another 
favourite, cooked, curled and pressed into 
shape, then sliced thickly and reheated in a 
sweet and sour sauce.” 

Sophie says oxtail stew - “so rich and irre¬ 
sistibly sticky and savoury” - remains one of 


her all-time favourite autumn or winter 
meals, ladled over steaming buttery mashed 
potatoes. 

She’s keen to convert others to the cause and 
wants to put offal back on family menus. 

“Many of us probably haven’t eaten offal 
since we were kids but now it’s truly time to 
get it back on our tables,” she says. 

“Don’t be put off by your childhood memories 
or squeamishness and miss out! 

“Offal is simple to cook and extraordinarily 
flavoursome, whether it’s quick and delicious 
devilled kidneys or a homely, slow-cooked 
stuffed lamb’s heart, there are cuts and recipes 
to suit all tastes.” 

STUFFED BRAISED LAMB’S HEART 

(Serves 4-6) 

Preparation time: 35 minutes 
Cooking time: Under 2 hours 
4 prepared lambs’ hearts 
8 streaky bacon rashers 
For the onion and mushroom stuffing: 

40g/l l/2oz butter 
1 small onion, peeled and chopped 
50g/2oz mushrooms, chopped 
75g/3oz sausagemeat 

15ml/ltbsp freshly chopped flat-leaf parsley 
15ml/ltbsp freshly chopped tarragon 
Salt and freshly milled black pepper 
2.5ml J l/2tsp ground mace 
1 small egg, beaten 
For the braising sauce: 

15ml/ltbsp olive oil 
15ml/ltbsp plain flour

200ml/7fl oz good, hot beef stock 
1 x 200g can chopped tomatoes with garlic 
Dash Tabasco sauce, optional 
100ml/3 l/2fl oz red wine 
30ml/2tbsp freshly chopped flatleaf parsley 
Preheat the oven to gas mark 4/180C/350F. 
Prepare the stuffing, heat half the butter in 
a large non-stick pan and cook the onion and 
mushrooms. Transfer to a large bowl and stir 
in the remaining ingredients. 

To make the braising sauce, heat the oil in 
the same frying pan, add the flour and cook for 
one to two minutes. Gradually add the stock, 
tomatoes Tabasco (if used) and wine. Bring to 
the boil, reduce the heat, season and simmer 
for five minutes. Add the parsley, cover and set 
aside. 

Season the hearts and spoon the stuffing 
mixture into the cavity of each. Wrap with the 
bacon and secure with butcher’s string. Heat 
the remaining butter in the same hying pan 
and brown the hearts on both sides. Transfer 
to a roasting dish. 

Pour over the sauce, cover and cook for two 
hours, or until the hearts are tender. 

Remove the butcher’s string, slice and serve 
with creamy mash and seasonal vegetables.

PIGS trotters have not be a feature of the 
restaurant menu or supermarket shelf for 
many years. 

Nor for that matter have ox cheeks been 
popular for Sunday lunch? 

But supermarkets are gradually reintro¬ 
ducing these cuts of meat to shoppers bitten 
by the credit crunch. And they will certainly 
help hungry families who need to tighten 
their belts. 

Stewing steak costs around £4.30 per lb 
per shop, compared to fillet, which sells 
at £19 per lb. And pig’s cheeks are £1.35 a 
lb, while pig’s trotters are even cheaper at 
90p a lb. 

Maureen Strong, nutrition advisor for the 
Meat Service at the Agriculture and 
Horticulture Development Board, has 
looked at the relative benefits to those who 
start to eat the cuts of meat which were once 
a staple of the British diet. 

“There will be variation in these types of 
meats, depending on the cut,” she said 

“Trotters are not renown for their protein 
content above other cuts of meats, but this 
will depend entirely on how it is cooked or 
cut in the first instance. 

“The main difference which we can high¬ 
light in these types of meats will be the food 
quality. Try and compare a sirloin steak to a 
stewing steak and you’ll get a similar com¬ 
parison to pig’s trotters and, say, bacon or 
pork belly. 

“The former will take longer to cook and 
longer to chew - the very reasons these 


meats went out of fashion some time ago.” 

JC Rook, one of the county’s leading 
butchers, agree that the trend is towards 
selling some previously less fashionable 
meats. 

Maidstone manager Stephen Abbott said: 
“We are selling more stewing steak - that’s 
really noticeable. 

“Recently there was a programme with 
Jamie Oliver talking about how to cook a 
shoulder of pork and that week we sold out. 
It’s a good thing on the whole. Selling these 
cuts of meat means we can keep prices of 
other cuts down - so everyone benefits.” 

Dietician Amanda Ursell thinks that mak¬ 
ing these cuts of meat healthy is all about 
the cooking. 

She said: “The good thing about old cuts of 
meat, like oxtail and pig’s trotters is not the 
meat themselves - as they have consider¬ 
ably less protein - but the things they are 
cooked with. 

“These types of meats are fantastic in 
soups, stews and casseroles to give a meaty 
flavour. Add beans, pulses and plenty of veg 
and you’ve got yourself a healthy dish that is 
great value too.” 

And it isn’t just these blast-from-the-past 
cuts driving down the cost of food. According 
to the experts, swapping the favourable 
types of meats for various other cuts, 
already on the market, could benefit those 
affected by the credit crunch crisis. 

“If people feel afraid to take the plunge 
with foods like trotters, even swapping 


chicken breast or sirloin for a shoulder joint 
can save a family up to 40 per cent,” says 
Richard Cullen from Research and Insight 
at the Agriculture and Horticulture 
Development Board. 

“The credit crunch has certainly created 
awareness for a variety 
of meats on the market 
that taste just as 
good - which is a 
good thing. 

“Whether Britons 
will be running out ] 
to buy pig’s trotters 
for their tea every 
night, I can’t say, 
but I am sure 
favourable meats on 
the market will 
change.”

The great British holiday is having a revival thanks to 
the recession, so book vour caravan for summer 2009

THE credit crunch is boosting stay- 
at-home holidays with a massive 
increase in bookings for caravans 
and camping sites. 

With the Euro almost worth the same as the 
pound, people are swapping expensive foreign 
holidays for “staycations” with towed caravans 
or mobile homes according to travel experts. 

Advance bookings for caravan and camping 
sites for this year are already up 40 per cent on 
this time last year. And sites are already 
recording an increased occupancy of 19 per 
cent - even though it is still winter. 

‘We confidently predict that 2009 will be the 
year that welcomes the return of the great 
British holiday” said Nick Lomas of the 
Caravan Club, whose membership rose by 10 
per cent in 2008. 

Quarterly travel and tourism figures released 
by the Office of National Statistics show that 
the number of visits abroad by UK residents 
was down by six per cent for the three month 
period during the later part of the summer of 
last year compared with the previous quarter - 
and in a recent survey by VisitBritain, the 
majority of those who responded said they 
would consider British holidays. 

And statistics show that although 90 per cent 
of British people claim to be saving money in 
this tough economic climate, few plan to cut 
back on holidays. In light of the decrease in over¬ 
seas visits, this suggests Brits are still holiday¬ 
ing, but without leaving the British Isles. 

Caravanning is the most popular paid-for hol¬ 


iday option, with a 19 per cent share of the mar¬ 
ket - second only to staying with ftiends and 
family. Although the UK offers many different 
options for those wishing to holiday here, 
records show that in the previous 12 months, 
sales of caravans and camping accessories have 
reached levels never achieved before. 

Hoseasons chief executive Richard Carrick 
said the UK would benefit from the projected 
downturn in the 2009 overseas holiday mar¬ 
ket as consumers increasingly feel the pinch. 

He said: “There is broad agreement that the 
overall number of trips taken by Britons will 
not rise in 2009, but neither will it fall much. 


This means that the UK is well set to benefit 
from the predicted reduction in overseas trips. 

“People will still want to go on holiday but they 
are likely to take short breaks closer to home as 
and when they can afford it. It will be a case of 
‘pack up the car and go’, with a continuation in 
the ongoing trend for very late booking.” 

The Caravan Club is delighted with the 
trend and say holidaying in this country adds 
a massive £180 million to local economies. 

Mr Carrick added: “This is the biggest oppor¬ 
tunity to sell Britain ever, and we believe the 
travel trade will increasingly see the benefits 
of promoting domestic holidays in 2009.”

HOME GYM: Cut expensive gym costs by 
exercising at home, you only need dumb-bells 


MORE people than ever are beat- 
the credit crunch by keep¬ 
ing in shape training at home. 

With gym membership costing 
around £500, exercising in the home 
is a growing trend. 

Research shows that just 43 per 

cent pay a visit to their gym on a regular 
basis where as this time last year the number 
was 71 per cent. 

Around a quarter of those staying in say 
they work out with their partners. 

Hollywood personal trainer Cornell Chin, 
who has worked alongside stars such as 
Audrey Tatou and Leonardo Di Caprio, said 
home training has taken off in a big way. 

He said: “The cost is of course a major 
implication. You do not have to fork out for a 
gym membership if you work out in your 
house. 

“Then there is the convenience. No time is 
spent going to and from the gym, you don’t 
need to queue for equipment and you can lis¬ 
ten to your own CDs. 

“Exercise DVDs can tell you what you need 
to know just as well as trainers and coaches. 

“Lastly if it’s cold and wet outside you don’t 
need to make the effort to go out. 

“It’s all there for you indoors.” 

Although you can buy exercise equipment 


for the home, the only item that is vital are 
dumb-bells. 

Popular exercises include bodyweight work 
such as press-ups, pull-ups, skipping and jog¬ 
ging. 

But specialist equipment in the home is also 
becoming more and more popular. 

Nearly half of the people taking part in the 
survey said they had purchased dome items. 

These included treadmills, rings, exercise 
balls, weights and even bars. 

Website www.weightlossforgood.co.uk has 
identified exercises for home use. On the site 
details of how to lose weight are shown as well 
as ways of strengthening muscles. 

Experts add that it is a good idea to check 
with a health professional and ask their opin¬ 
ion before undertaking any exercise, especial¬ 
ly if it has been a while since you have under¬ 
taken any fitness. 

These are their hints: 

• Start off gently, and work within your com¬ 
fort zone 

• Increase your effort gradually over several 
weeks 

• Maintain regular breathing throughout 
the exercises, try not to hold your breath - your 
muscles need oxygen! 

• Try to keep strict form with control, not 
using momentum. 

They also emphasise not to undertake any 
exercise if you are in pain or feeling unwell. If 
you feel faint, dizzy or unwell while exercising 
stop.

Interest rates were slashed again on March 
6 to half of one percent. 

So the advice is: Pay more. 

Now that may seem crazy but if you have 
any form of tracker - the type linked to the 
bank base rate - or variable mortgage, you 
will have seen your monthly payment tumble 
over the past six months. 

If you have a mortgage of £100,000, you are 
up at least £200, every month. 

Now you could spend that money on some of 
the spectacular bargains on our high street, 
which is what the government wants because 
you’ll be helping pump money into our econo¬ 
my, saving jobs, securing the future of Britain 
etc etc. However, a typical UK borrower with a 
25-year £113,000 tracker mortgage in October

November it has received more than 27,000 
requests from customers wanting to set up 
overpayments and within days the interest 
rate was slashed by another half a percent. 

HSBC says overpaying by £100 a month on 
a £150,000 mortgage at three per cent will 
save £11,482 in interest and shorten the term 
by four years and three months. 

Stephen Noakes, Cheltenham & Gloucester’s 


marketing director, is on record saying: “For 
those who can spare the extra money, making 
overpayments is a smart move. Not only can it 
trim years off your mortgage but with house 
prices falling, overpayments will help to protect 
the equity in your home.” 

Remember interest rates will go up again 
some time in the future and for the thrifty who 
have not got used to the current low rates, 
they will not be hit when things do start creep¬ 
ing up again. 

If your job is secure, getting used to low 
interest rates is a bad thing. When they do 
start going up you will have to readjust. Yet 
now you can help pay off your mortgage more 
quickly and benefit from the fact interest rates 
are at an all time low for any savings you 
might have.

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Cash is still king 

Some people are looking to make money as the financial markets collapse. 
Sarah Hamilton discovers how some are managing to do it with investments 


IN TIMES of economic gloom most 
attitudes are just “ride out the 
storm and let things get better”. 

But for a few far-sighted individuals the 
cash trough is a peak of opportunities to make 
a fortune. 

Back in 1974, when the UK stock market 
was suffering its worst decline since 1929-31 - 
it was to fall 70 per cent - the investment 
guru of the era, Jim Slater propounded a truth 
that came to define the period and later 
became something of a cliche - “cash is king”. 

His words were: “You can’t always turn 
shares into cash, or property into cash, or 
works of art into cash. But you can always 
turn cash into other things.” 

So, at the top of any would-be rich person’s 
list should be the retention of a pool of cash. 

This empowers investors to take advantage 
of an opportunity when markets over-correct 
and throw up bargains, as this present crisis 
will inevitably do. A second basic principle to 
accept is the spacing out of investments over 
time to avoid the trap of buying at the top or 
on a short-lived ‘bounce’. 

Over the past six months investors have 
sought to buy into bank shares convinced that 
they can fall no further - only to find that they 
have done so dramatically. 

No-one knows where the bottom will be or 
when it will be reached, though this has not 
deterred investors from losing a great deal of 
money on the conviction that they alone are 
the ones that know. So be careful.

SHARES: Oppotunity to make money? 

Central to UK investor concerns is a return 
of inflation as pressure grows on the Bank of 
England’s Monetary Policy Committee to cut 
interest rates. Investors can take out some 
protection through a product that has fallen 
out of fashion in recent years: index-linked 
Government stock. 

This can be bought though a stockbroker or 
purchased through National Savings and 
Investments. It is currently offering two index- 
linked bonds of three and five years which pay a 
rate of 1.35 per cent plus the Retail Prices Index 
rate of inflation. The RPI rate is 4.1 per cent, giv¬ 
ing a rate of interest paid of 5.45 per cent. 

As the money earned is tax free, the total for 
a higher rate taxpayer is equivalent to 9.08 
per cent. Investors can subscribe for a maxi¬ 
mum of £15,000 through NSI. 

Property is the asset class from which 
investors and their advisers most recoil at 


present, it’s a brave investor who looks at real 
estate - particularly in the USA. But there are 
powerful reasons for doing so. 

As with the UK, ‘average’ figures are mis¬ 
leading as the US market covers areas of 
almost complete price collapses such as 
Detroit and areas such as up-market New 
York City and California, where values have 
held up relatively well. 

Another area of investor interest at present 
is arable land. Values have risen in some areas 
of the UK by as much as 26 per cent in the 
past year due to the higher world prices being 
obtained for crops such as wheat. 

This pressure is unlikely to relax any time 
soon. And investors who do not want to take on 
the responsibility of farm management can 
invest through a specialist fund. 

Increasingly attractive are exchange traded 
funds consisting of precious metals and gems 
which are traded on the stock market and 
allow cheap exposure to commodities previous¬ 
ly out of reach from ordinary income people. 

Investors should also widen their choice of 
assets in this category to embrace exposure to 
the increasing green energy and renewables 
sectors. Those who do not have the confidence 
to invest in this sector directly or who wish to 
spread their risk can enter through funds such 
as the £51m Jupiter Green Investment Trust. 

One thing is clear from all of this informa¬ 
tion - there are plenty of ways for forward- 
thinking portfolio managers to beat the credit 
crunch and make strong returns even in 
today’s uncertain times.

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Golden advice for all 
you savvy investors

WITH confidence in the stock 
market at a low ebb, house 
prices down and savings 
losing in value, the ques¬ 
tion for 2009 is simple: 

Where can money be 
safely kept to ensure 
long-term future pros¬ 
perity for those with 
savings? 

As 2009 gets under way, 
antiques, paintings and 
postage stamps or classic 
motorcycles are all seen as 
better alternatives than stocks and shares. 

Old Masters, Ming vases and penny blacks 
are possibly beyond the reach of most mid¬ 
range savers. 

But there is one thing that is guaranteed 
to keep its value. Gold. 

Gold bullion beat all other precious saving 
alternatives in 2008, the second year run¬ 
ning and the third time since 2005. 

A £1,000 investment in gold bullion on 
New Year’s Eve last year would now be worth 
more than £1,427, according to BullionVault, 
a global gold dealer. 

During the same period, the FTSE100 
index of the UK’s top firms has dived by 
almost one-third of its value - turning £1,000 


into less than £689. 

Then there was residential 
property, which before tax, 
maintenance and mortgage 
costs has transformed every 
£1,000 invested into just £870, 
according to Nationwide fig¬ 
ures. 

In part gold’s rise over the 
year has been largely dependent 
on the loss in value of sterling 
against the US dollar, the curren¬ 
cy gold is priced in. In dollar terms 
gold rose just three per cent in 
2008. 

But looked at long term gold is a 
good bet. The FTSE has plummeted 
by 36 per cent since its record peak of 
6930, on New Year’s Eve 1999. 

On the other hand, since the turn 
of the century, gold has risen by 
246 per cent against the British pound. 

BullionVault’s, Adrian Ash told website thi- 
sismoney.com: “Since Gordon Brown sold 
half the nation’s gold reserves at rock-bottom 
10 years ago this May, gold bullion has been 
by far the best-performing asset class for 
British investors overall.” 

Analysts have stated that gold looks very 
attractive in 2009 - if for no other reason 
that the year looks bad for everything else. 

Historically gold rose during the last bout 
of sharp deflation in the Great Depression of 
the 1930s when US President Franklin 
Roosevelt revalued gold by 60 per cent and 
devalued the dollar by 60 per cent. This made 
gold’s value increase from $22/oz to $35/oz.

Savers cash in accounts 
to reduce motoring bills 

By STEVE LOADER 



WITH savings accounts currently 
delivering such poor interest, 
many people see trading in a 'gas 
guzzler’ for a cheaper and more 
economical model as a better 
return on their investment. 

And there is some ‘green’ kudos to be had. 

The Government is using escalating road 
tax or VED (vehicle excise duty) to drive peo¬ 
ple into smaller and cleaner cars too. 

The current scale is zero to £400/year and set 
to become tougher. By 2010, gas guzzling limos 
or 4x4s face £950 road tax in the first year, 
although anyone spending £50,000-100,000 on a 
car is unlikely to be put offby such a paltry sum. 

As a result, some manufacturers have pro¬ 
duced models that are actually exempt from 
VED by sneaking below the lOOg/km C02 
emissions mark and into band-A. 

Most manufacturers also now have an ‘Eco’ 
sub-branding for their lowest emission mod¬ 
els. Ford, for instance, is using the ECOnetic 
label to highlight the most environmentally- 
friendly versions of key models such as the 
tax-exempt Fiesta ECOnetic - arch-rival 
Vauxhall uses the ecoFLEX sub-branding. 

Brilliant as they are, ‘eco’ models often cost 
more since they have diesel engines and spe¬ 
cial ‘green’ features that do not yet deliver the 
economy of scale savings available to makers 
across the whole model range.

What is more, saving road tax is not such a 
great incentive when many conventional super¬ 
minis sit in the lowest road tax band of £35 a 
year anyway; over three years with an eco 
model, saving £105 is irrelevant if you spend far 
more on buying that car in the first place and 
are then putting expensive diesel in the tank. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; that fuel 
is still cheaper and makes sense for lower 
mileage users, while emission and consumption 
levels are closing the gap on diesel equivalents. 

Diesel engines also tend to be heavier, so you 
could find yourself going through tyres more 
quickly. 

Don’t ignore alternative power options either, 



such as liquid petroleum gas (LPG) or hybrids 
- see our ‘Diesel called into question’ article. 

Finally, just look again at what you have to 
part-exchange; you might have lost a packet in 
depreciation on that big 4x4, but work out 
what it will cost you to run it for the next three 
years - it might be a lot less than the cost of 
chopping it for a new car.

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Diesel called 
into question 


DIESEL has become the fuel of 
choice recently as UK buyers seek 
to cut costs, but do the sums still 
add up? 

Part of diesel’s appeal was the cheapness of 
the fuel, greater mpg and the ability of the 
engines to deliver better pulling power low 
down in the rev range and to meet tighter 
emissions legislation. 

However, diesel now commands an increas¬ 
ing premium against petrol and there are 
doubts whether the engines can continue to 
meet ever-tougher emission laws. 

Meanwhile, petrol has retaliated with 
smaller, lighter and cleaner engines with tur¬ 
bocharging and even supercharging for extra 
flexibility, while there are other options 
emerging to save money and the planet: 
HYBRID 

Current hybrids use petrol engines in tan¬ 
dem with electric units and Peugeot is plan¬ 
ning to bring a diesel version to market soon. 

But two powerplants and power supplies - 
fuel tank plus batteries - mean extra weight, 
while production complexity means higher 
prices so buyers need to cover many miles to 
counter this. Motorway mpg is also hardly 
better than a standard car. 

LPG 

Liquefied petroleum gas (LPG) looks like 
an excellent alternative fuel due to lower 
duty and emissions, cheaper car tax and 
grants towards the higher cost of buying new 
or converting older vehicles to run on LPG. 

There is also a plentiful UK LPG supply as 
a spin-off from natural gas and refmeiy pro¬ 
duction of other fuels. There are many more 
LPG filling points across the countiy too - 
Kent now has some 40 LPG sites - and Proton 
recently launched a petrol and LPG version of 
its GEN-2 family hatchback for the same 
price as the petrol-only model (£10,765).

LPG costs about half that of petrol and 
diesel at the pump, emits about 20 per cent 
less C02 than petrol and slightly less than 
diesel and fewer NOx and particulates than 
diesel. However, the calorific value and con¬ 
sequent mpg is slightly lower than for petrol 
and it will cost at least £1,500 to convert an 
existing vehicle via an approved LPG 
Association operator. 

ELECTRIC 

Electric-powered vehicles should be cheap 
to run, but battery technology cannot yet 
guarantee ranges to satisfy would-be owners. 
There is the worry too that the car’s emis¬ 
sions are being transferred from the exhaust 
pipe to the chimney of a fossil fuel-burning 
power station. 

BIOFUELS 

Fuel derived partly from vegetable matter 
appeals since plants absorb C02 during 
growth and simply release it again when 
burned - a virtuous circle. They currently 
divide broadly into biodiesel and the petrol 
alternative bioethanol and most road fuels 
sold in the UK will contain at least five per 
cent biofuel by next year anyway. Some spe¬ 
cialist vehicles run on higher "bio’ concentra¬ 
tions, but there is concern that using arable 
land or forest to grow 'biofuel’ plants will 
strain global food supplies. 

HYDROGEN 

Use of this abundant gas to power electri¬ 
cally-driven cars looks like the future. 
Hydrogen cars are zero emission, producing 
only water as a by-product, but it is proving 
hard to establish the cost and possible emis¬ 
sions side-effects of producing the hydrogen 
fuel. It makes no sense for conventional 
power generators to bum oil, coal or gas to 
produce this emissions-free wonder fuel.

CREDIT CRUNCHED SERVICING 
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Clever driving is key 
to cheaper motoring 


By STEVE LOADER 


SAVE money by downsizing and 
running a cheaper car and then 
gain even more by smarter driving 
and journey planning. 

For a start, you can save pounds and wear 
and tear on the car by avoiding short journeys 
and perhaps get fitter too by walking or 
cycling; a cold engine can produce 60 per cent 
more pollution than a warm one and a car 
used for many short journeys needs extra serv¬ 
icing and wears its engine out faster. 

More fuel is wasted and higher emissions 
are also generated from a cold start - traffic 
on UK roads contributes 26 per cent of the 
nation’s total carbon dioxide emissions (C02). 

However, if your car journey is a must then 
follow these tips from the IAM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists) and RAC Foundation 
motoring watchdogs: 

• Plan your route - forethought can save 
wear and tear on car and driver. Try to take 
the most direct route - a sat nav can help - 
and go off peak if possible. If you have to com¬ 
mute, think about car sharing, ‘Park and Ride’ 
bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly to 
maintain efficiency and economy. Under-serv¬ 
iced engines reduce fuel economy by ten per 
cent or more. Catalytic converters are environ¬ 
mentally friendly, but only when maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Anybody who has cycled on ‘flabby’ tyres 
knows what extra effort is involved, so check 
pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Try to ‘feather’ the throttle as you reach 
cruising speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less 
fuel than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
will save fuel, but never coast in neutral or 
with clutch pedal depressed to save fuel - vehi¬ 
cle control must not be compromised. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 


engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gearchanges at 
modest engine speeds can cut fuel consump¬ 
tion by up to 15 per cent. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use. Driving with windows 
open also mars aerodynamics and lowers fuel 
economy. Remove unnecessary and heavy boot 
luggage and avoid heavy accessories and wide 
tyres that add rolling resistance. Air condition¬ 
ing lowers fuel economy so use the fan. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Seek out low 
sulphur diesel (City diesel) or cleaner petrol (low 
sulphur/aromatics) supplies locally. Consider a 
conversion to LPG (liquid petroleum gas), which 
is half the price of petrol, generates almost as 
much power and emits much less C02. 


• Use ‘accelerator sense’. Do you go straight 
from accelerator to the brake? You save fuel if 
you plan ahead and, rather than have to brake 
as you hit traffic, gently let the speed of the 
vehicle bring you to a halt as you join a queue. 

• Reverse in when you park. When you start 
off again, the engine is cold and inefficient. If 
you can drive away smoothly without having to 
reverse, you save fiiel and have better visibility. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and carry more weight than is necessary? 

• If you are stuck in a jam then you are 
doing zero mpg - turn off the engine after two 
minutes to save fuel and emissions.

I’VE always been slightly envious 
of people who ski. 

In the dreary gloom of winter, they’re 
buzzing with pre-holiday excitement; gleefully 
checking weather reports before jetting off to 
the mountains, returning days later rosy- 
cheeked and elated - while the rest of us bat¬ 
tle mild flu and seasonal affective disorder. 

I longed to discover the secrets of the slopes, 
the mysterious joys of apres ski. As an adult ski 
virgin, I was pretty sure I had left it too late. 

Skiers have been doing it all their lives - 
how would I ever learn now? Even the lan¬ 
guage of skiing was foreign; I thought 
salopettes were a fancy kitchen utensil. 

So when I was offered the chance to pop my 
skiing cherry with four days in Kirchberg, in 
the Tyrol region of Austria, I couldn’t believe it 
- now I too had a reason to like January! 

But it wasn’t long before doubts set in... 

My approach to packing has always been a 
last-minute, mad-dash affair. 

Sift through wardrobe the night before and 
shove anything into the case that fits. Doesn’t 
work with skiing. Getting the right gear was 
the first challenge. Even the socks had to be 
right. Thankfully, you can get most of it fairly 
cheaply on the high street these days. 

Friends advised me to do leg exercises in 
advance, to avoid the dreaded ‘calf bum’, as 
one colleague put it. I didn’t have time. Days 
before setting off, I read an article about com¬ 
mon ski injuries, and the importance of 
remembering: ‘Skiing is a sport’. 

What was I getting myself into? 

On the 90-minute transfer from Innsbruck 
airport to the small town, or large village, of 
Kirchberg, I discover that all the other mem¬ 
bers of my group are experienced skiers and

quite at home talking about red runs, powder 
and drifts. 

But a hearty welcome meal sorts me out. 
Austrian food is wholesome and meaty - heav¬ 
en for a carnivorous foodie like me. 

The holiday kicks off with some evening 
tobogganing. And that’s when I start to feel the 
magic. Snow! Glorious, fluffy, white snow! I 
feel like I’m five years old again; overcome 
with delirious joy at the sight of it. And tobog¬ 
ganing is just like sledging when you’re a kid. 
Only when you swap a hill for a mountain, it’s 
a million times better! 


After two runs, I’ve developed an acute taste 
for speed and can’t wait to hit the slopes in the 
morning. But before that happens, there are a 
few more necessities to tackle. 

First off, getting kitted out with skis and 
boots. Just carrying the things back to the 
hotel is a mission. And walking in the boots is 
impossible. 

Getting to the slopes from Kirchberg requires 
a short, free bus ride. I’m told most beginners 
start off on nursery slopes with group lessons. 
But I’m lucky enough to get a private instruc¬ 
tor and we head straight to a blue run. 

She starts off teaching me the plough, a posi¬ 
tion which enables beginners to glide down the 
slope slowly. I feel like Bambi taking his first 
wobbly steps. 

“Whatever you do, don’t lean back,” my 
instructor advises, “or you’ll be straight on 
your backside.” 

Apparently it’s one of the biggest mistakes 
beginners make. Thankfully, I don’t have a 
problem with this. But maintaining any 
degree of control is still impossible and I end 
up falling over anyway. 

I ski-hobble my way tentatively down the 
slope, baffled at how eveiyone else makes it 
look so easy. When four-year-olds start whizzing 
past fearlessly I am slightly embarrassed. 

After a couple of hours, I manage to make it 
to the bottom of the run in one go, albeit very 
slowly. By the end of the afternoon I’m 
exhausted. Skiing is difficult. 

Our base is Hotel Rosslwirt, a traditional 
family-run business. Its rooms are basic but 
comfortable, the staff lovely and food delicious. 

In the evening we sample a local restaurant 
and the delights of apres ski. After being very 
well fed, we hit the bars - where fellow skiers, 
swelling with the satisfaction of a day on the 
slopes, knock back drinks to the sounds of 
cheesy Euro pop and lively conversation. I 
could get used to this.

A timely movie role for

MAYBE it’s the cup of tea in front of 
him, the way he thoughtfully 
strokes his chin as he speaks, or the 
genuine vigour in his voice, but Clive 
Owen seems surprisingly normal. 

The ruggedly good-looking actor has come a 
long way from his ‘rough’ Coventry childhood, 
but despite winning over Hollywood, he 
remains fiercely loyal to the UK and is firmly 
rooted in London. 

“I love living here,” he says, leaning forward 
in his smart black suit. 

“I came to London 20 years ago and fell in 
love with it. My kids are very happy here, 
they’re very settled at school, all my friends 
are here, there’s absolutely no reason for me to 
go anywhere.” 

Owen’s family-centred home life is a world 
away from the red carpet glamour of Hollywood 
and you sense that’s just how he likes it. 

And when work, like his latest film The 
International, takes him away from home, he 
makes sure wife Sarah-Jane Fenton and their 
daughters, Hannah, 12, and Eve, nine, come too. 

“They come to nearly every film I do, they 
come on location, they meet everybody and 
they have a great time,” the 44-year-old says. 

The International, as its title suggests, took 
the actor all over the world - from Berlin, to 
Istanbul, Milan and New York as his charac¬ 
ter, Interpol agent Louis Salinger, tries to 
bring down the world’s most corrupt bank. 

With the global economy in freefall and 
bankers swiftly being cast as the new villains, 
it’s an eerily prescient film. 

“It’s amazing to think that Eric [Singer - the 
screenwriter] started writing it six years ago,” 
he says. ‘When I read the script, I felt like it

was a subject that was worth discussing and 
talking about now, but no one could have pre¬ 
dicted how timely it’s become.” 

His performance opposite King Kong star 
Naomi Watts in The International is followed 
next month by spy caper Duplicity, where 
Owen teams up with Closer co-star and Oscar- 
winning actress Julia Roberts. 

“That script had some of the best dialogue I’ve 
read in years,” he says, green eyes sparkling. 

“It’s about a couple of corporate spies who are 
having an affair and decide to scam the compa¬ 
nies they’re working for but don’t trust each 
other at the same time, so it’s just right for great 
dialogue scenes with lots of wicked humour.” 


Owen’s ascent to Hollywood hero has been a 
steady one - after winning a place at RADA in 
the mid-80s he started out on the stage at the 
Young Vic, playing Romeo to his future wife 
Sarah’s Juliet. 

He took on several TV roles, most notably as a 
loveable rogue in ITV series Chancer, before his 
breakout film role in 1998’s Croupier. Then came 
Closer, which won him an Oscar nomination 
and cemented his place alongside Daniel Craig 
as one of Britain’s most bankable leading men. 

Once the publicity tours for The International 
and Duplicity are over, Owen has no idea what 
hell be doing next, but he’s not worried. 

“It’s actually quite nice. I’m currently in a 
place where I literally have no idea what I’m 
going to do next and it’s quite exciting.”

The system isn't HIP, 
it's time to cancel it 

ESTATE agents have called on the 
Government to suspend the compulsory 
Home Information Pack system - saying 
it is “simply not working”. 

The call has been made by the National 
Association of Estate Agents’ chief execu¬ 
tive Peter Bolton King, following the pub¬ 
lication of the communities and local gov¬ 
ernment committee’s annual report. 

Mr Bolton King said: “Once again a fair 
and rational examination of Home 
Information Packs has concluded that the 
system as it stands is simply not working. 

“Firstly the cost is punishing sellers in 
the pocket at a time when they really 
need all the help that they can. 

“More galling, they are spending this 
money in the knowledge that 77 per cent 
of buyers admit that they paid no atten¬ 
tion to the pack whatsoever. 

“Housing minister Margaret Beckett 
herself admitted that HIPs are not 
working - but now she seems to have 
buried her head in the sand along with 
the rest of her department. 

“HIPs are confusing to customers and 
act as a dampener on a housing market 
which is essential to Britain’s economic 
recovery. 

“With all indicators pointing to a trou¬ 
bled year ahead the NAEA calls on Mrs 
Beckett to suspend HIPs while the hous¬ 
ing market is suffering and re-examine 
their viability once the market has 
begun to pick up.” 

Since December 2007 every home put 
on the market, no matter what size, 
must have a Home Information Pack. 

The pack brings together information 
at the start of the home-selling process - 
such as a sale statement, local searches 
and evidence of title - and was intended 
to save both the property buyer and sell¬ 
er money, time and stress.

THE latest figures from the Bank 
of England reveal that mortgage 
approvals fell further in January - 
despite moves to assist lending. 

Financial experts are calling for a further 
injection of cash in order to boost the property 
market and assist in an economic recovery. 

They say the measures introduced so far 
have proved inadequate to kick-start a major 
recovery. 

And in the latest move the Bank of England 
slashed interest rates to a new low of 0.5 
per cent. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling justified the 
move by saying: “The key thing for each and 
every one of us is to ensure we get the econo¬ 
my moving to help people and to help busi¬ 
nesses grow.” 

The move came as figures were released 
revealing a total of 98,000 mortgages were 
approved in the first month of 2009, compared 
to 253,000 mortgage approvals in the same 
period 12 months ago. 

Some 31,000 home purchase mortgages were 
approved, down 34 per cent on the figures for a 
year ago and remortgage approvals fell 71 per 
cent to 34,000. 

Total mortgage lending stood at £9.1 billion - 
an annual fall of 64 per cent. 

Jason Bolton, mortgage expert at financial 
website Rubii.co.uk, said: “In December we 
saw a mini spike and people were immediate¬ 
ly talking about a recovery -1 think these lat¬ 
est figures show that talk of a recovery was a 
little premature.

CHANCELLOR of the Exchequer Alistair 
Darling’s budget next month looks set to pro¬ 
vide a stamp duty cut for some bulk property 
investors. 

Experts say he is predicted to change how 
stamp duty is calculated so investors buying a 
large number of properties will only pay 
stamp duty on each property and not on the 
total investment. 

Currently an investor buying ten flats worth 
£150,000 each would pay stamp duty of four 
per cent on the total bill of £1.5 million. 

But under the new ruling each home would 
be taken individually and as the stamp duty 


He explained interest rate cuts had yet to 
have a full effect and the only buyers taking 
advantage of house price falls are those with 
cash already behind them. 

“The lack of affordable mortgage deals will 
continue to frustrate buyers hoping to benefit 
from a property market that has dropped sig¬ 
nificantly in the last 12 months,” he said. 

Simon Rubinsohn, chief economist at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
said the figures show more cash must be put 


only comes into force on properties worth

The reasoning behind the move is that it is 
hoped the change will encourage larger insti¬ 
tutional investors to turn to property - and in 
particular those taking much longer-term 
investments and willing to receive lower yields 
than traditional investors. 

Such long-term investors would also be 
hoped to provide stability to the market and a 
much needed investment during the property

He said “Despite three consecutive monthly 
increases in the RICS ‘buyer enquiries’ series, 
the actual level of new mortgage approvals 
continues to languish. 

“Announcements by both Northern Rock and 
RBS indicate that a little more funding will 
flow into the mortgage market over the com¬ 
ing months but as things stand, this will only 
boost the available finance in the region of ten 
per cent compared with 2008.”

Peter Cosmetatos, finance director for the 
British Property Federation, said the current 
stamp duty rules “seriously deter investment 
buyers from bulk buying, which seems wrong 
in policy terms”. 

He added: “Buying multiple units to be man¬ 
aged together is efficient and rational in com¬ 
mercial terms, but the current rules make it 
more expensive in tax terms. 

“The stamp duty rules should encourage effi¬ 
ciencies of scale in residential investment and 
support more efficient and professional man¬ 
agement of rented residential property.”

New-look Yaris' makeover 
has given it optimal appeal 


TOYOTA set the bar high with 
the original 1999-vintage Yaris 
supermini. 

It needed to, after earlier supermini candi¬ 
dates that were pretty underwhelming - 
remember the optimistically-named Starlet? 

However, after a quantum leap with the first 
Yaris, the next step always risked looking 
conservative. 

And so it seemed when the ‘Mark II 5 launched 
in 2006; unique selling points were repeated - 
trouble-free and cheap motoring plus loads of 
space - but little else seemed new or exciting. 

But the Mark II Yaris grows on you and 
looks all the better for a 2009 makeover (now 
from £8,585), not simply due to a fresher front 
and rear end either. 

The big news is under the bonnet; Toyota is 
implementing new Optimal Drive technology 
widely, but progress in the supermini sector is 
most crucial as the recession continues. 

Optimal Drive boosts combustion efficiency, 
while reducing friction plus engine and trans¬ 
mission weight to deliver better power, economy 
and emissions - all Yaris models now qualify 
for the lowest payable road tax (£35/year).

Impressively, the engine line-up also now 
includes a lively yet frugal new 1.33-litre 
petrol engine with ‘Stop & Start 5 to cut the 
engine and restart it automatically at traffic 
lights or in stop start traffic. 

Toyota claims a class-leading 55mpg average 
and it is typical of new generation petrol 
engines that are carrying the fight to diesels, 
which deliver less value for money in small cars 
due to extra weight and higher upfront cost. 

The 1.33, as tested here in attractively pack¬ 
aged and priced SR (£10,915) form, feels fast 
and nimble for this class and very much a car 
for these times. 

The rear seat can be adjusted fore and aft - 
a feature that made the original such a hit - to 
boost legroom or boot space according to 
immediate need, and there is plenty of room 
and storage flexibility in front. 

The cabin can be noisy when the engine is 
under duress and I still don’t like the Yaris’s 
trademark centrally-mounted speedo and 
gauges -1 think the former should be as close 
to straight ahead as possible - but the slick 
six-speed shift is mounted nice and high and 
Stop & Start is one of the smoothest and most 
inobtrusive of such systems tried so far.

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Amjad's England call-up is 'well deserved'

NO ONE deserves an England call-up more 
than the injury-plagued Amjad Khan, 
according to Kent coach Simon Willis. 

The 28-year-old Kent pace bowler made 
his international debut on Friday when he 
was preferred to the experienced Ryan 
Sidebottom for the final Test against the 
West Indies in Trinidad. 

It’s a remarkable comeback for the 
Danish-born bowler, who only returned to 
Kent’s line-up last year after spending more 
than a year out of the game with a serious 
knee injury. 


Willis, who along with a host of other 
backroom staff helped Khan through his 
injury nightmare, admitted there were 
times when they wondered if he would ever 
return. 

He said: “Any player that’s had to go 
through something like he did, there are a 
lot of days where you think you’re not going 
to get back. But he’s put in a hell of a lot of 
hard work over the last 18 months. 

“Playing cricket for England is something 


he’s always aspired to and we’re all very 
pleased for him. 

“Hopefully he can make the most of his 
chance. It’s a massive summer for English 
cricket with the Ashes and the World 
Twenty20; it’s all there for the taking.” 

Khan was only called into the squad last 
month as cover for the injured Andrew 
Flintoff. He is the first player from the coun¬ 
ty to represent England in a Test match 
since wicketkeeper Geraint Jones was 
dropped during the 2006/07 Ashes series in 
Australia.

Terrorist attack will not 
make ex-Kent coach quit 


PAUL Farbrace says he has “unfin¬ 
ished business” and will not walk 
away from his role as Sri Lanka 
assistant coach despite miraculous¬ 
ly escaping a terrorist attack in 
Pakistan this week. 

The former Kent coach somehow walked 
away with minor injuries to his arm after the 
coach carrying the Sri Lanka cricket team was 
ambushed in Lahore last Tuesday. Incredibly 
none of the tourists died in the carnage, but six 
policeman and the driver of another vehicle 
were killed. 

Farbrace, 41, left Kent to join Sri Lanka in 
2007 and while he admitted the attack had 
made him question his position, it was not 
going to force him out. 

Speaking from his hospital bed in Sri Lankan 
capital Colombo, he told Yourcanterbury: ‘You

do have those thoughts but at this stage my 
thoughts are to stay here with the team. I’ve got 
a fantastic job here, it’s a great place to be and 
I feel there’s unfinished business cricket-wise.” 

Former England batsman Chris Broad, the 
match referee for the Lahore Test, was highly 
critical of the Pakistan authorities who he felt 
had not provided sufficient security for the con¬ 
voy. CCTV pictures of the terrorists sauntering 
away from the scene have angered some, but 
Farbrace says he has no time for bitterness. 

“At this stage I’m so grateful I’m alive and I’m 
grateful to the driver’s skill and calm thinking 
to get us out of the situation”, he said. “Also to 
the people around us that did their best for us. 


Obviously it’s desperately sad when anybody 
dies and people died outside of the bus who 
were there to protect us. 

“I haven’t really got any thoughts on security, 
my thoughts are purely for the lads who are 
here in hospital and the families of the people 
who died.” 

The consequences for Pakistan are yet to fully 
emerge, but it is unlikely the country will host 
any international cricket for the foreseeable 
future. Farbrace, who is planning a brief return 
to his home in Harrietsham later this month to 
see his family, understandably does not want to 
go back soon but emphasised the need for crick¬ 
et to return to the country in the future. 

He said: “The two times we’ve been there in 
the last nine months prior to this tour it’s been 
a very enjoyable trip. It’s a good place to be, the 
people are cricket-mad and a lot were keen to 
tell us they were grateful we were there. It’s a 
great shame for those people.”
